AMERICAN PILOTS 
BOMB NAZI PLANT 


Fly Within 80 Miles oi 
Berlin to Attack Air­ 
craft Factory

LONDON, July 29 -Boldly defy­ 
ing H itler’s fading

strength 
swarms of American

tresses flew unescorted 
and

broad daylight yesterday to within 
80 miles of Berlin to smash the 
Nazi aircraft plant at Oscherslebcn

tered by the big American bomb­ 
ers, which were reported to hav e 
¿hot down upwards of 60 Nazi fight­ 
ers attem pting to beat them off.

miles, a communique said.

JAPANESE RESISTANCE 


Field dispatches describing the American attack 
on Munria speak of "desperate Japanese resistance” 
and warn ngainst hope of early success. 
Despite 
the weeks already spent In this campaign against 
a relatively weak outpost of Japan’s tightly organ­ 
ized defense in the South Pacific, success apparently 
Is further away than it Is in Sicily, a major opera­ 
tion against the combined resource» of Italy and 
Germany. 
Two muses for The differences are obvious. 
The 
first is the difference in the scale of operations. 
There.has been no South Pacific project to compare 
with the magnitude of even the American part of 
the campaign in Sicily. The second Is the resistance 
of the Japanese. 
They are not Italians, philosophi­ 
cally fighting and retreating, or letting themselves 
be captured before they get hurt. They are not Ger­ 
mans, who fight better than Italians, but can be 
depended on to reach a point where a decision to 
cease further resistance as useless can be reached. 
It is the great Irony of the wnr that the enemy 
held mast lightly at the outset must be vie,wed at 
this time as the most relentless of the three Axis 
powets. Our forces In the South Pacific «have proved 
that he can be disposed of, but the Japanese mean­ 
while ha\c convinced Americans that It ls no use 
hoping for a Japanese to dispose of himself. 
Japan's 
fighting men do not always fight well, but they 
have not been accused yet of failing to fight to the 
end.
